In  future  our  members  'vrt.ll  be  taking  a  larger  part  in 
the  work  of  the  Association.  VFe  now  have  12B  investigators  spread  over  the 
country  from  Edinburgh  to  Falmouth,  from  Swansea  to  Norwich.

It  is  intended  so  for  UFOlogy  is  a  hobby,  a  past-time, 
a  recreation,  NOT  a  business.  Of  course  there  are  gaps  in  our  coverage,  notably 
in  Northern  Scotland,  Central  Wales,  Northern  England,  the  Fens,  and  Northern 
Devon.  If  any  members  in  these  areas  did  not  xetum  the  original  form  from 
Research  Bulletin  No.  1,  and  would  wish  to  take  part,  perhaps  they  could  ^ite 
to  me  and  let  me  know.  The  more  investigators  we  have  the  better  our  national 
oovorage.

The  excellent  organisation  of  DIGAP  and  the  pleasant  surroundings  of  the 
Friends'  Meeting  House  amply  mad©  up  for  the  last  minute  indisposition  of  two 
of  the  programmed  speakers  at  the  BUFORA  Northern  Convention.  Unfortunately 
John  Cleary-Baker  had  to  withdraw  on  the  Friday  evening  owing  to  ill-health, 
and  Les  Otley  was  prevented  from  arriving  in  Manchester  by  oar  clutch  trouble. 
Nevertheless,  after  svdtable  opening  re.narks  of  welcome  from  DIGAP,  the  meeting 
began  with  a  fascinating  talk  by  Norman  Cliver  on  "Experiences  of  Contact  Claims". 

After  lunch,  John  Cleary-Baker ' s  place  was  filled  by  Roger  Stanway,  who 
described  some  of  the  investigations  ho  and  Tony  Pace  undertook  at  the  close  of 
1967  into  sightings  around  Stoko-on-Trent  and  their  astronomical  observatory 
at  Newchapel.  A  very  good  hour's  talk  was  interposed  with  interesting  glimpses 
into  the  Ministry  of  Defence  machine  for  dealing  vrith  UFO  investigations  and 
invest igat  ors . 

Omar  Fowler  of  the  Surrey  Investigation  Group  cn  Aerial  Phenomena  took  Les 
Otley's  place  and  entertained  the  audience  \rith  a  selection  of  sighting  stories 
illustrated  by  artists'  impressions  of  the  reports.  The  visual  impact  of  the 
colour  paintings  was  immediately  apparent.  Finally  Tony  Wedd  gave  his  talk 
on  "Skyways  and  Landmarks"  -  a  well  delivered  talk  dealing  with  the  nature 
of  and  the  ideas  behind  leys  and  orthotenies,  which,  despite  digressions  into 
the  realms  of  free  energy  machines,  entertained  the  more  knowledgeable  in  the 
audience  till  about  eight  o'clock. 

The  "Any  Questions"  panel  scheduled  for  the  end  of  the  program  was  dropped 
in  favour  of  an  informal  gathering  to  wind  up  the  day.  Throughout  the 
Convention  the  atmosphere  had  been  cordial  and  the  refreshments  available  wre 
enjoyed  in  spacious  surroundings.  The  Friends'  Meeting  House  was  a  good  choice 
of  venue.  It  could  have  seated  up  to  25O;  but  the  audience  ranging  from  120 
to  170  during  the  day  made  it  qmte  comfortable  to  listen  to  the  talks.

At  about  9  P'ffi.  on  Sunday,  September  8th,  1968,  throe  cars  were  travelling 
along  a  narrow  coxaitry  road  in  Dorset,  approximately  two  miles  from  the  BBC’s 
Rarapisham  Down  transmitting  station  and  four  miles  from  Beaminster,  and  had 
reached  a  place  knovm  locally  as  'fiiights  in  the  Bottom'.  The  cars  were,  in 
front  a  Rover  3  litre  with  an  elderly  couple  as  occupants,  in  the  middle  a 
Vauxhall  Victor  driven  by  the  main  -iritness,  21y  old  Paul  Redshaw,  mechanic, 
vrho  had  a  friend  mth  him,  and  last  a  now  oar,  probably  a  Hillman  Hunter, 
containing  a  man  and  a  woman. 

Suddenly  the  lights  and  ignition  failed  simultancoiisly  on  all  three  cars. 

Paul  Redshaw  got  out  and  tried  to  opfai.  his  car  boot  to  get  some  tools,  but 
althoiJigh  the  key  went  in  tho  lock  the  boot  would  not  open.  He  used  a  torch  from 
inside  the  car  to  find  a  jjieco  of  wire  to  tost,  by  shorting,  his  battery.  Thoro 
was  no  spark.  Shortly  afterwards  ho  tried  this  on  tho  batteries  of  the  other 
two  cars,  but  they  too  were  dead.  He  saw  that  his  intorior  thermometer  (not  tho 
engine  temperature  gauge)  was  dovm  to  zero,  and  found  that  his  radiator,  when  he 
felt  it  not  more  than  ten  minutos  after  they  had  stopped,  was  stono  cold.  The 
speedometer  was  held  at  30mph,  and  tho  clock  in  his  car  had  stopped,  as  had  his 
now  TOist  watch,  vdiich  was  automatic  and  antimagnotic.  He  did  not  feel  cold  and 
he  did  not  hear  or  smell  anything  unusual,  but  he  did  notice  that  a  dog  was 
barking  frantically  in  the  distance.  RedshaWe  friond,  vdioso  watch  had  also 
stopped,  tried  in  vain  to  wind  dovm  his  vrindovr.  He  got  out  of  tho  oar  and  walked 
down  the  road  to  the  Rovor.  He  saw  a  dark  cross  mark  on  the  road  and  noticed  tho 
woman  in  the  Rover  who  vras  outside  the  car,  seemed  apprehensive.  Redshaw  shone 
his  torch  on  the  dashboard  of  the  Rover  and  savr  that  a  mounted  oar  compass  was 
spinning  uncontrollably  and  that  tho  clock  had  stopped.  In  the  roar  oar  tho 
clock  had  also  stopped  as  had  the  driver’s  vcrist-watch,  and  his  window  would  not 
open. 

At  about  9*30  p.m.  tho  car  li^ts  came  on  suddenly.  VIhen  the  drivers  got  in 
their  oars  and  switched  on,  all  engines  fired  normally,  and  they  drove  away. 

The  next  day,  the  sito  was  revisited  by  Redshaw  and  a  friend  who  had  some 
form  of  radiation  meter  which  gave  an  appreciable  reading.  Even  more  interesting 
Was  the  fact  that  when  Redshaw  put  a  pon.' nif e  on  a  galvanised  shed,  it  stuck 
before  slowly  descending  by  its  own  wei^t.  On  tho  following  day,  Tuesday  10th? 
tho  area  was  tested  vrt.th  a  fall-out  meter  (Contamination  meter  Nal),  but  thoro 
vras  no  fall-out  level  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  nor  wore  there  any  residual 
magnetic  fields  on  any  nearby  sheds  or  other  bits  of  metal.  It  was  noted  that 
there  were  no  power  lines  nearby, 

Redshaw ’s  car  had  been  chocked  with  the  radiation  meter  on  the  Monday  night, 
but  nothing  was  found.  The  car  vras  well  looked  after,  and  the  battery  terminals 
were  found  to  be  clean. 

A  farmer,  viho  was  at  the  sito  at  5«30  a.m.  on  the  morning  after  the  incident, 
said  that  everything  had  appeared  perfectly  normal^  except  that  he  had  seen  a  oar 
left  by  the  side  of  the  road,  vftiioh  struck  him  as  odd  for  that  early  hour.

Police  have  warned  citizens  not  to  talk  of  any  UPOa  they  may  see  as 
they  may  be  prosecuted  for  spreading  "unwarranted  fear". 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  BUPORA  members  who  have 
sent  me  sighting  reports  and  nevrspaper  cuttings.  Due  to  the  large  amount  of 
mail  received  (about  30  letters  a  vreek)  I  am  unable  to  answer  all  letters 
personally,  but  can  assure  you  that  every  one  is  carefully  read.  I  will  be  most 
grateful  if  members  will  continue  to  send  in  cuttings  and  reports.

Bluo  Book  Re-port,  196c 

A.  Brief  Analysis  of  Outstanding  Ancanaiies  in  the  Current  Report  of  the 
United  States  Air  Faroe’s  UFO  Investigating  Agency. 

Having  been  intrigued  and  somevrhat  annised  hy  recent  conflicting  statements 
from  the  United  States  Air  Force  on  radar  sightings  of  UFOs,  we  decided  to  write 
to  the  USAF  and  get  an  authoritative  word  on  the  matter.  We  sent  two  separate 
letters  with  an  inter’/al  of  some  tvfo  months  between  than. 

The  first  letter  vjas  sent  by  CG  on  IO/4/68,  the  roply  came  from  the  Office 
of  Information  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force.  The  most  substantial  part 
fTas  a  reprint,  without  covering  letter,  of  a  two-part  article  from  the  July 
and  August  issue  of  the  'Official  Magazine  of  the  USAF',  "The  Airman".  This 

article,  "Vfhat  does  the  Air  Force  really  know  about  flying  saucers?",  by  fejor 
G.W.  Ogles  (Hq  USAF)  was  already  loioftn  to  us  from  a  reference  in  the  October  I967 
issue  of  the  HICAP  publication,  The  UFO  Investigator.  Tovrards  the  end  of  the 
first  part  of  the  article  (l),  ilajor  Ogles  sayss 

"Radar  infrequently  detects  ’unknown  targets'  which  vajiish  from  the  scope 
as  mysteriously  as  they  appear  ...  hovrever  ...  roports  by  radgr  controllers 
chocked  against  U»S.  Weather  Bureau  records  indicate  that  these 
'unidentified  targets'  usually  are  duo  to  precipitation  echoes  from  rain 
clouds  or  occur  during  a  tomporaturo  inversion  ... 

"A  raomber  of  Project  Blue  Book,  tho  Airforce  project  which  investigates  UJ'O 
reports,  told  the  House  of  Representatives  Armed  Sorvicos  Committee  in 
April  1966  that,  "About  1.5^  of  the  UPO  sightings  reported  since  1947  w®re 
detected  hy  radar.  None  of  the  unexplained  oases  on  Air  Force  files  vrere 
sighted  by  radar,"  he  stated," 

(Out  emphasis). 

The  UFO  Investigator  reported  that,  "Wtien  i^ICA?  produced  an  Air  Force  letter 
admitting  that  a  December  1952  radar  sighting  vras  classified  as  unerplainsd,  this 
case  appeared  in  the  next  instalment  of  tho  article  as  an  exception  to  tho  rule" 
alboit  in  a  very  grudging  manner.  Of  the  famous  December  1952,  'Gulf  of  Mexico' 
case  (2),  Ogles  saids  "This  case  has  been  placed  in  the  'unidentified'  class  by 
the  Air  Force  even  bhough  the  Air  Force  reports  there  is  a  possible  explanation 
for  the  radar  targets." 

The  two-part  ertiolo  containing  these  admissions,  was  presented  to  us  as  tho 
official  USAF  vrard  on  radar  sightings  of  "JFOs.  A  couple  of  weeks  after  CO 
received  it,  FSR  published  en  article  (3)  by  Dr.  J.  Vallee,  who  claimed  that, 

"out  of  3,260  repcarts  examined"  in  USAF  files,  "225  were  radar  cases,  of  which 
16  were  unidentified  and  4.8  classified."  Vallee  then  listed  the  I6  unidentified 
cases,  4  of  which  also  fell  in  the  'classified'  category.  Despite  the  admission- 
in  tho  August  1967  'Airman',  and  the  largo  number  of  cases  listed  by  Ruppolt  (4) 
as  unidentified,  there  are  no  unidentified  radar  cases  fear  I952  in  this  list. 

In  view  of  Dr.  Vallee's  reputation,  wo  felt  that  this  provided  excellent 
ammunition  for  the  second  letter  by  DKH,  which  was  duly  despatched  to  Project 
Blue  Book  at  Wri^t-Patterson  AFB,  Dayton,  Ohio,  The  letter  specifically 
recounted  the  two  issues  of  'The  Airman',  emphasising  the  admission  that  (at 
least)  one  1952  case  had  been  put  in  the  'unidentified'  class,  but  did  not  appear 
in  Vallee's  list.  It  further  drew  attention  to  Vallee's  "^Jnoontested  statements 
in  two  hooks  and  numerous  articles"  that  he  has  "full  access  to  the  USAF  files 
on  UFOs".  The  letter  specifically  posed  three  quostionss 

(1)  Does  the  Air  Force  acknowledge  the  list  of  unidentified  radar  cases  published 
by  Vallee  ? 

(2)  What  has  happened  to  the  December  1952  sitting  -  has  Vallee  innocently 
omitted  it  -  or  were  the  Air  Force  letter  produced  by  IJICAP  and  the 
acknowledgement  of  the  'unidentified  status  cf  the  Gtilf  of  Mexico  objects 
in  the  'Airman',  both  in  error  ?  Or  has  nevr  information  arisen  in  the 

past  8  months,  after  a  lapse  of  15  years,  which  justifies  the  reclassification 
of  this  case  ? 

(3)  Is  any  information  available  on  the  reported  tracking  of  three  orbital  UFO 
on  radar  at  NCSAD  headquarters  in  Colorado  ?  Is  this  case  considered 
identified  or  not  ? 

The  letter  concluded  hy  reproducing  Vallee's  list  of  oases  from  (3). 


k  roply  was  received  from  I-iajor  James  Aikman,  Chief  j  Civil  Eranoh? 

Community  Relations  Division,  Office  of  Information,  Office  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Department  of  the  Air  Force,  dated  17/7/68,(5)»  It  made  only  ohliquo 
answers  to  the  three  questions  posed  by  DKK  as  follows: 

"The  radar  sighting  you  mentioned  of  December  6,  1952,  in  the  C-ulf  of 
Mexico  has  been  evaluated  as  an  anomalous  propagation;  there  are  no 
unidentified  cases  of  radar  sightings  in  Air  Force  files.  However,  with 
respect  to  the  statements  by  Dr.  Talloe  you  mentioned,  books  and  other  literature 
regarding  UFOs  and  related  subjects  abound.  The  Air  Force  does  not  review, 
indorse,  sponsor,  sanction,  cr  comment  on  then  in  any  way  ... 

"Furthermore,  the  U.S.  Air  Force  prograai  on  UFOs,  Project  Blue  Book,  has  no 
cla.ssified  files.  It  is  the  fundamental  policy  of  tho  Department  of  Defense 
and  the  U.S.  Air  Ferco  to  make  available  to  tho  public  tho  maximum  amount  of 
infOTmation  and  records  concerning  their  operation  and  activities;  there  is 
absolutely  no  policy  of  censorship  pertaining  to  Project  Blue  Book.  Press 
rcloasoB  axe  issued  when  warranted,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the 
public  informed  ..." 

Tho  two  sentences  beginning  "books  and  other  literature.."  and  ending 
"in  any  way  ..."  are  in  fact  quoted  straight  from  tho  I968  Project  Blue  Book 
Report  (6).  In  viov:  pt  their  rolaticmship  in  tfejeer  Aikman's  letter  to  the  . 
various  publications  made  by  Jacques  Valleo,  it  is  interesting  that  his  first 
book,  "Aantomy  of  a  Phenomenon"  (7)j  heads  a  list  of  recommended  reading 
material  on  the  very  next  page  of  tho  report  (8).  This  in  itself  s^^^ely 
constitutes  a  form  of  comment,  even  of  sanction  ... 

This  minor  inconsistency  was  the  starting  point  of  a  very  interesting 
witch-hunt  by  ourselves  through  tho  pages  of  the  Project  Blue  Book  Ropert 
for  1968  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  BB68).  It  was  immediately  obvious  to  us 
that,  contrary  to  all  reports,  I967  was  not  (officially  speaking,  at  any  rate) 
the  busiest  UFO  year  ever  for  the  USA.  VJ©  cannot  bo  certain,  however,  whether 
this  represents  an  actual  lessor  number  of  reports  made  to  the  USAF,  or  a 
juggling  of  figures  on  their  part  (9),  car  some  sociological  facter  such  as  that 
remarked  upon  by  several  American  stijdents  of  the  phenomenon  (lO).  This 
prompted  us  to  take  a  closer  look  at  the  annxial  figures  for  reports  to  the  USAF, 
We  had  at  hand  several  sources  of  statistics,  namely  % 
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lacker’s  figures  parallel  -Eh-ose  of  tis  licrary  of  Congress  publica-Eion 
up  -fco  1959.  It  is  interesting  that  these  figirres,  pioblished  6  years  apart 
yfliile  agreeing  with  each  other;  differ  ^-idely  from  the  figures  quoted,  only 
two  years  after  the  Library  of  Congress  booklet,  in  the  BB68  report.  All 
three,  moreover,  differ  at  various  points  from  the  figures  in  BB62,  and  from 
those  in  source  (E).  It  cannoc  escape  the  reader's  notice  that  the  figures 
in  the  final  colur.in,  up  to  tho  year  1959?  iii  general  considerably  higher 
than  those  quoted  by  rdlablo  authorities  for  tho  previous  seven  years.  ¥e 
recognise  that  some  increasos  may  bo  ospected  to  ariso  from  the  addition  of 
reports  received  or  processed  after  tho  compilation  of  the  annual  figures  |  but 
sinrely  this  cannot  account  for  sudden  changes  in  figures  (1947-51?  exc.  '49) 
that  have  been  stable  fer  15,  16,  I8  rr  I9  years  ~  changes  moreover  of  54?  9?  24 
and  40^  over  the  figures  that  havo  been  consistently  quoted  over  a  known 
interval  of  seven  years.  It  Is  vaif ortunace  that  vre  aro  unablo  to  refer  to 
anniml  figures  fca?  unidentified  reports  other  than  in  BB68,  for  the  evidence 
implies  that  the  effect  of  this  incredible  increaso  in  the  number  of  reports 
has  been  to  decreaso  the  percentage  of  ui:tidontified  reports,  ^■diich  vre  suspect 
have  remained  constant  in  terras  of  real  numbars^  As  such  is  indicated,  indeed, 
by  the  drop  in  overall  pcrcontagos  unidentified  for  these  periods  quoted  in  BB68, 
namely  1947-52,  1953-54?  and  1955-61.  The  overall  percentages  for  these  years 
as  quoted  by  tho  two  BB  roperts  available  to  us  aro  5 
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Tho  explanation  for  tho  rise  in  tho  total  percentage  unidentified  for  the 
last  period  is,  vre  submit,  to  be  found  in  the  lalls  of  tho  number  of  reports 
recorded  for  I956  (13«90^)  and  1957  (14.60^).  This  relationship  tends  in  fact 
to  support  our  argument  that  percentages  as  quoted  in  BB68  have  fallen  as  against 
those  quoted  in  BB62  because  of  tho  rise  in  the  total  number  of  sightings  for 
tho  first  two  periods.  The  roason  for  the  non-continuance  of  this  trend,  or 
rather  its  interruption,  at  ^956  and  1957  might  bo  sought  in  the  original  largo 
number  of  reports  for  those  years  •  If  vre  theorise  that  1.  a-'/y-handed  USJiP 
statisticians  have  been  at  work  to  reduce  the  overall  percentages  of  unidentified 
reports,  we  might  also  thoacisc  that  they  oonsidared  2-30^  a  satisfactorily 
low  percentage  -  not  too  much  difforent  from  the  1.94/^  quoted  in  BB62  -  to 
arrive  at  after  reducing  the  alr.rrainglj  high  number  of  reports  in  1957* 
accopt  that  a  certain  amount  of  rise  .uid  tall  might  be  oxpected  to  ariso  from 
the  redating  of  reports  maf.o  around  tho  lu^ginning  and  end  of  the  year,  but  wo 
cannot  accept  that  this  could  affec-l  rcspeotiv-ly  108  and  172  reports,  nor 
can  vre  see  why  the  drop  in  those  yosrs  (cr  the  rise  in  the  other  years)  was 
not  approximately  mado  rip  by  aodating  of  reports  from  surrounding  years.  One 
cannot  help  vrondering  if  tho  USAE  has  found  an  effective  way  of  'unreporting' 
a  report . 

Ha.ving  got  this  far,  wo  next  .proceeded  to  perferm  an  elementary  analysis 
on  the  figures  published  in  BB680  The  results  we.-'O  interesting  and 
instructive.  They  will  be  covered  in  the  second  part  of  our  article  in  tho 
next  edition  of  the  Research  Bulletin.

i'^iyotcriouD  Flying  Machines  soon  at  Quebec  and  St.  Damien. 

Tho  tlystorious  Phenomenon  Research  Society  (S.R.P.M.)  informs  us  through 
the  medium  cf  its  president  l-h?.  Joan  Casault  that  novr  incidents  concerning 
flying  saucers  have  been  soon  towards  the  end  of  last  week. 

Two  different  groups  could  have  seen  the  same  phoncmienon  around  01.00  hrs. 
on  tho  night  of  Saturday/Siandoy,  Mr.  Casaxxlt  has  remarked  that  other  people 
must  have  seen  tho  same  phenomenon  and  ho  would  like  to  centact  them  so  that 
he  can  discuss  tho  observation. 

The  first  person  to  see  tho  object  in  question  was  Mr.  Gvty  Potvin  who  was 
at  3t.  Damien  dc  Bollochasso.  It  was  half  an  hour  past  midnight  when  ho 
observed  a  luminous  object  about  tho  size  of  a  grapefruit  which  was  falling  and 
zigzagging.  Ho  added  that  tho  object  kopt  on  falling. 

I'.ir.  Casault  remarks  hero  that  a  shooting  star  novor  zigzags  and  that  it 
droppod  while  describing  on  arc.  Ik.  Potvin  told  I-ir.  Casault  that  ho  had  seen 
the  ^no  object  again  a  few  minutes  later  on,  but  in  the  opposite  direction. 

One  group  of  pooplc  saw  at  about  01.00  the  same  night  an  object  which, 
according  to  Mr.  Casault,  resembles  tho  one  seen  at  St.  Damien.  These  three 
people  were  OT  tho  Rue  St.  Ursulc  in  a  southerly  direction  £3nd  they  noticed  an 
ob;]oct  over  the  plainos.  The  object  came  towards  thorn  ^•dion  stiddenlv  it 
branched  off. 

One  of  those  people  who  named  himself  as  t^tr.  Carbon  stated  that  the  object 
was  dark  but  it  was  darker  on  one  side  in  the  shape  of  a  cylinder.  One  woman 
Who  was  with  I4r.  Carbonneau  and  >4io  doesn't  want  hor  name  mentioned,  says  the 
object  was  a  huge  size  and  was  in  the  shape  of  a  half  moon.
